Sweden Will Feed Huns 


If Swedish Red Cross Desires To 
Purchase Foodstuffs for 
* Distribution 

Stockholm. — Ira Nelson Mods, 
American minister to Sweden, has 
just received a cable from Herbert C. 
Hoover in Paris that is likely to 
cause the shipment of food to be dis- 
tributed among the sick and poor in 
Germany soon. Just before  Christ- 
mas Prinee Carl asked Mr. Morris on 
behalf of the Swedish Red Cross, if 
permission could be obtained for the 
Swedish Red Cross to take food into 
Germany. Assent on conditions that 
probably will be acepted is now giv- 
en, The cable reads: 

“Tf the Swedish Red Cross desires 
to purchase foodstuffs for distribu- 
tion in Germany, particularly pork, 
we can arrange to sell them a quan- 
tity of meat and cereals at once from 
the stocks we are shipping in bond 
to Holland and will take steps to 
secure a relaxation of the restrictions.
